a remedy that each of the States which is 
or has been embarrassed by reason of the 
cause stated devote itself to such 
prudent yet liberal measures toward the 
negro population as will deprive the 
Radicals of the pretexts which a different 
conduct on our part has furnished them. 
The policy thus sketched has the merit of 
being just as well as thrifty: It is what 
we ought to do for its own sake no less 
than for our own interests. It agrees pre- 
cisely with all that we have said on the 
subject and is about the sum of that which 
we have earnestly and constantly sought 
to impress upon the Southern people. 

The extreme partisan will say in reply, 
What's the use of talking about pretexts? 
The Radicals will manufacture pretexts 
where they cannot find them.” This is 
true of the demagogues of the Radical 
party; but its meaning is considerably 
modified when we reflect that all the lead- 
ers and members of the Republican party 
ere not radicels, that many of them are 
honest and patriotic men who want to do 
what is right, and that contrived false- 
hoods, slanders without foundation, sordid 
calumnies defeat themselves in the long 
run and baffle the wicked desicns of their 
authors. We need not fear Kuklux re- 
ports if we really succeed in suppressing 
the kind of violence which goes by the 
name of Kukluxism. All the Congres- 
sional committees and Radical correspond- 
ents in the world will not be able to make 
that to be, even in the Northern mind. 
which does not exist in some form or other 
in the Southern country. All of us know 
that the Kuklux do exist—not as the Rad- 
icals try to make ‘out, but in sufficient 
measure to disturb our peace. Denials on 
our part, in the face of the admissions 
which actual outbreaks constantly wring 
from us, are idle and childish. There is 
not a newspaper in Kentucky, for exam- 
ple, which has not published cases of out- 
lawry and denounced the Kuklux. Last 
winter the Governor and all the State 
officials took the matter in hand, and, if ad- 
missions of the existence of armed bands 
of outlaws be furnishing the Radicals with 
capital, there is not a State officer nor a 
Democratic press that is guiltless. This, 
however, is not the way to look at the 
matter. It is our business to suppress vio- 
lence, and we cannot afford to stop in our 
work to ask whether by suppressing it we 
are confessing its existence and so making 
capital for the Radicals. We must dis- 
cover it in order to suppress it—not deny 
it and conceal it and let it goon unchecked 
until by its effrontery and impetus it ex- 
poses itt elf - and we must do this without 
regard to the Radicals. If we do so we 
shall derive a domestic as well as a polit- 
ical advantage and secure the public order 
at the same time that we cheat the Radicals 
of an effective weapon to be used against 
our party.

The city pays out every year, as in- 
terest upon its wharf bonds, a little over 
$43,000, and receives about this amount 
from steamboats and other water-craft, 
thus making the river men that run 
in the Ohio and Mississippi rivers 
pay Louisville's wharf expenses. Then 
she pays annually as interest upon her debt 
for railroad commercial facilities a little 
over $200,000. In other words, Louisville 
pays $200,000 annually for her railroad 
privileges, and puts a tax of $40,000 annu- 
ally upon those who carry her goods back 
and forth upon the rivers. This is a griey- 
ous mistake in our legislation. It could 
not have been, and undoubtedly was not, 
committed intentionally. The wharf rates 
were fixed years and years ago, and in the 
mad rush for railroads and railroad facili- 
ties they have been neglected and allowed 
to stand until they are out of date and out 
of keeping with the times. The policy 
that suggested them has been found to be 
a bad one when applied to everything else, 
and it must be bad also with regard to 
rivers and ought to be done away with. 
If our railroads are worth $200,000 to us 
annually, our rivers are surely worih 
$40,000. 

But the abolition of the wharfage tax 
would be a change so radical that the mer- 
chants and business men have only had 
the courage to ask for such a reduction as 
will allow them to compete with their 
Cincinnati rivals. A petition to this ex- 
tent has been signed by nearly every busi- 
ness man in the city, and will be presented 
to the General Council at an early day. 
It is high time Louisville was looking up 
in this regard, and it requires some radical 
effort now to set her right again. 


Ex-Collector Philip Speed. 

A very foolish and a very groundless 
story has appeared in one or two newspa- 
pers recently, to the effect that Mr. Pattie 
SPEED, of this city, late Colleetor of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the Third and Fifth dis- 
triets of Kentucky, is a defaulter to the 
Government to a large amount.
